REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for allowance claims 1, 22, 23-25 and 27 is that the prior art of record 
does not teach a device for generating an air stream including at least one fan unit having one of 
the sequences of ionic fans and a matrix configuration of ionic fans so that the ionic fans are 
individually controlled and individually regulated by the voltage to generate one of a desired 
flow profile and a desired flow field as argued by applicant (the Remarks, page 15, the fourth 
paragraph). 

The primary reason for allowance claims 30 and 33 is that the prior art of record does not 
teach the steps of generating a flow field of air streams with at least one fan unit having one of 
the sequences of ionic fans and a matrix configuration of ionic fans so that the ionic fans are 
individually controlled and individually regulated by the voltage to generate one of a desired 
flow profile and a desired flow field as argued by applicant (the Remarks, page 1 8 the first 
paragraph). 

The limitations in the claims are not rendered obvious by any proper combination of the 
prior art known to the Examiner.
